AS ATTEMPT after attempt to re- 
sume the series failed, the stories of 
the 1907 game itself and the ensuing 
fight became magnified. Resentment 
and tension between the Auburn and 
Alabama student bodies grew during 
most of the period. For 41 years, the 
two schools did not meet on the grid- 
iron. 

3y 1948, the old resentments had 
largely been forgotten. GI students on 
both campuses brought new points of 
view. Public and alumni pointed out 
that state colleges and state univer- 
sities—natural rivals—in other South-

Long-awaited arrangements were 
completed and the Auburn-Alabama 
football teams met in Birmingham in 
1948, for the first time in 41 years. 

Officials of both colleges were keen- 
ly aware of the super-charged atmos- 
phere under which the first game was 
to be played. They arranged a meeting 
between student leaders from the 
Loveliest Village and the Capstone. 

At the joint session, Auburn and 
Alabama students worked out a set of 
Standards. for student body conduct. 
The first meeting proved so success- 
ful that it has become a part of the 
inter-school relations.

Boarding house razed 

ONE OF AUBURN’S landmarks — a 
boarding house which fed students for 
40 years—has been torn down to make 
way for a paved parking lot on Mag- 
nolia Avenue. 

The boarding house, operated for 32 
years by “Miss Cora”. (Mrs. Cora Bow- 
den Hardy), was located half a block 
from the campus, between the Episco- 
pal Church and the First National 
Bank. 

For about eight years, the Hardy 
boarding house servéd as a training 
table for the API football plavérs. Mrs. 
J. M. Tant operatéd the boarding 
house for the past four years. 


New churches 


WITH THE beginning of the new year, 
one Auburn church opened a new san- 
ctuary and student center, while anoth- 
er held ground-breaking ceremonies for 
a new building program. 

The new Christian Church building 
is located on Cox Street at Genelda 
Avenue. Construction was begun in 
June and first services in the $45,000 
modern Gothic building were conducted 
in January. About 100 members of the 
Disciples Student Fellowship will use 
the student center in the rear of the 
general ‘worship area. 

The congregation of Auburn towns- 
people and student members of‘ the 
Disciples of Christ (Christian) Church 
had held worship services in Thach 
Hall auditorium for some timé before 
the construction of the new building. 

The Auburn Episcopal Chufch of the 
Holy Innocents has launchéd ah $80,- 
000 building program. A néw church 
will be erected on South Gay Street at 
the Woodfield Drive intersection. The 
Magnolia Avenue sanctuary will be 
turned over to students whén the build- 
ing program is compléte. This will 
probably take sévéral years. 

First units planned for the Episco- 
pal congr@gation are a néw rectory and 
an é@ducational-parish housé building. 


SAEs break ground 


SIGMA ALPHA EPSILON fraternity 
held ground+breaking céremoniés for 
a new holise to bé located on West 
Magnolia Avenue Jan. 6. 

The house of contemporary plan 
was designed by Pearson, Tittle and 
Narrows, Montgoméry |atchitects. It 
will contain 13,000 square feet of floor 
space. Plans call for completion of the 
building in éarly September, 1957. 

Turning the first spade of earth for 
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the structure was Judge Walter B. 
Jones, '10, of Montgomery, a past na- 
tional president of SAE. 


Phi Délta Théta completed the first 
phasé of a building program with the 
beginning of thé wintér quarter. 

A contemporary brick house has 
been constructéd on South College 
Street in front of, the former building. 
The néw unit contains a living room, 
den, housemother’s apartment, kitchen 
and dining room which will provide 
meals for 80 students. 

Meals were served in the new build- 
ing early in January, 

Before the beginning of the fall 
quarter, living and dining rooms of the 
old house were converted into dormitory 
space for 25 additional fraternity mem- 
bers. 


Gen. Pick succumbs 


LT. GEN. Lewis Andrew Pick, builder 
of the Ledo Road and one-time Army 
ROTC staff member at Auburn, died at 
Walter Reed Army Hospital in Wash- 
ington, D. C., Déc, 2. 

Gen. Pick, a native of Virginia, serv- 
ed as chief of the Army Corps of 
Engineers from 1949 until his rétire- 
ment in 1952, He proposed the develop- 
ment of the Missouri River Basin, a 
program later modified into the Pick- 
Sloan Plan. 

While assistant professor of mili- 
tary science and tactics at Auburn in 
1924-25, Capt. Pick met and married 
Alice Cary, '24, daughter of Dr. C. A. 
Cary, Auburn’s first veterinary dean. 


Upon retirement, the Picks returned 
to Auburn, Gen. Pick was director of 
the Alabama Industrial Development 
Board at the time of his death. 

He was initiated into Auburn’s chap= 
ter of Theta Chi fraternity in 1924. 
Gen. Pick served on the alumni club 
board of control from 1952 until hig 
death. 

Survivors include Mrs. Pick and one 
son. 


R. A. Johnson Dies 


ROBERT ANDREW JOHNSON, re- 
tired agronomy foreman at API, died 
in’ Opelika Nov. 13. Mr. Johnson had 
suffered a heart attack about a week 
earlier. 

He retired in 1953, after serving 
Auburn for 40 years.

Scholarships, grants 


FIFTY-THREE new scholarships, 
and grants were established at or give 
en to API during 1956, according to @ 
report from Dr. David W. Mullins, 
executive vice president of the college,” 
New funds total more than $250,000. 
Scholarships for students account for 
more than half of the funds. The ré« 
mainder includes gifts and grants to the 
Auburn Research Foundation and the 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
Among the most recent grants is 
one from the National Institutes of 
Health to the APi Agricultural Ex-- 
periment Station. A $15,700 two-year 
increase in grants for studies relat» 
Ing to systemic contro! of parasites 
on animals was approved in the late 
fall. 
This is the second grant received 
from NIH for exploring the possibility 
of controlling external parasites by 
feeding chemicals to infested animals.

The Changing 


AN AERIAL VIEW of Auburn 
shows the women’s dormitory 
quadrangles and other buildings in 
the central campus area. Four 
buildings which were completed 
during 1956 are marked with white 
arrows. 


At extreme upper left is the east 
unit of Magnolia Hall, men’s dor- 
mitory whieh was opened this 
month. Upper center shows the 
twe shop buildings, where 23 new 
classrooms were added before the 
beginning of the fall quarter. The 
new home management house is 
located in left center, on Donahue 
Drive. At the bottom left is shown 
Dormitory X, final unit of the new 
women’s quadrangle, 
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THE EAST unit of Magnolia Hall men's 
dormitory. was the fourth major build- 
ing project on the Auburn campus in 
1956.. The building (top picture at 
left). was completed in the late fall 
and opened to 178 Auburn men at the 
beginning of the winter quarter, 1957. 

Other buildings constructed during 
the past year included 23 classrooms 
located beneath the-engineering shops 
(second picture at left), Dormitory X 
for women (third picture) and a new 
home management: house (bottom). 

None of the four buildings were 
constructed with funds. from the State 
Building Commission. (Auburn has not 
received. any state funds for new 
buildings since 1951—except for a spec- 
ial grant to construct the educational 
television ‘studios in 1955). 

Financing for the two dormitories 
came through a $650,000 bond issue 
sold to the federal government. The 
40-year bonds will be retired from 
revenues derived by dormitory rentals 
and dining hall fees. 

The new classrooms were built by 
the department and building and 
grounds at a cost of $80,000. Excava- 
tion of the basement areas of the shops 
and the actual construction were fi- 
nanced from B&G operating funds. 

The new home management house 
was made possible by the sale ef the 
former farm house to API’s Educa- 
tional Television and the conversion 
of the Mell-Street house into a dor- 
mitory for graduate women. 


Magnolia No. 3 


THE EAST unit of Magnolia Hall com- 
pletes the group. The main dormitory 
was begun in 1948 and the second unit 
was erected in 1952. Total housing ca- 
pacity of the modern men’s dormitory 
is 1,109. 

Outstanding features of the new 
unit are a library and a lounge. All 
halls are acoustically treated to re- 
duce noise. ~The lobby is walnut 
panelled. 

Exterior is similar to the other two 
units and the same basic plans were 
used. However, the east. unit: uses ‘con- 
crete block and simplified interior de- 
sign for economy's sake. 


New classrooms 


UNTIL THE summer: of 1956, the 
basement areas of the engineering 
shops were unexcavated. Due to the 
pressure of increasing © enrollments, 
Auburn administrative officials .de- 
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cided to turn this spaee into cl 
rooms. 

Work was assigned to the depart- 
ment of buildings and grounds, which 
moved 2,500 yards of earth from the 
site before beginning construction. 

Twenty-three classrooms were built, 
brick walls were erected, asphalt tile 
floors and acoustical ceilings were in- 
stalled. Each room was equipped with 
flourescent lights and green chalk 
boards. 

Twenty of the new rooms are for 
general classes. These will seat 900 
students. Two large rooms have been 
assigned to industrial engineering and 
one room is equipped as a men’s 
physical education exercise area. 

The engineering shop classrooms 
gave Auburn almost as much teaching 
space as the combined total of Thach 
Hall and Tichenor Hall. The buildings 
which serve the School of Education 
and the School of Science and Litera-= 
ture have a total of 27 classrooms. 


Colonial, modern 


THE. NEW home management house 
for 12 coeds was opened in the spring 
quarter of 1956. It replaces the for- 
mer farm house and the Mell .Street 
home management house. 

Junior or senior coeds majoring m 
home management spend one quarter 
living in the house. They integrate 
various phases of homemaking through 
practical application of cooking, sew- 
ing and other domestic arts. 

The north unit is furnished with an 
electric kitchen. Contemporary fur- 
nisHings have been used. The south 
unit has an all-gas kitchen. It is deco- 
rated in American colonial style. 


Quadrangle complete 


DORMITORY X, at the southwest cor- 
ner of. the new women’s quadrangle 
(formerly Bullard: Field), was com- 
pleted before the fall quarter of 1956. 

Fhe new dormitory, which houses 
100. coeds, is similar in design to the 
five other units of the quadrangle. 
Original plans were to construct Dor- 
mitory X when others were built in 
1951-52. However, rising costs dur- 
ing the Korean conflict forced the 
college to postpone construction at 
that time. 

Remodeled houses for coeds on Mell 
Street, plus both women’s quadrangles, 
give Auburn quarters for 1,250 woms, 
en.

Cagers Look Promising

AUBURN 72, JACKSONVILLE STATE 
65—Auburn started the 1956-57 bas- 
ketball campaign slowly. The Tigers 
had to battle hard all the way to take 
a 72-65 decision from Jacksonville 

State in the opening game Dec. 4. 

Two sophomores, Guard Henry Hart 

and Forward Rex Frederick, paced the 
Tiger scoring with 14 and 13 points 
respectively. Forward Terry Chandler, 
Guard Jimmy Lee, and Center Bill Mc- 
Griff followed close behind with 12 
each. 
AUBURN 86, RICE 68. — Coach Joel 
Eaves’ cagers pulled the upset of re- 
cent Tiger basketball history as they 
defeated the highly-favored Rice Owls, 
88-68, before a crowd of 2,000 fans 
in Birmingham, Dec. 8. 

Lee was the top scorer for Auburn 
with 20 points, followed closely by 

McGriff with 19 markers. Frederick 
was a big factor in the triumph with 
18 rebounds to his credit In addition 
to 13 points scored. 

Guard Jerry Thomas paced the 
Josers with 11 points as 6-10 All- 
America Center Temple Tucker and 
outstanding 6-9 Forward Tom Robi- 
taille were both held to single figure 
scoring and gathered in only 16 re- 
bounds between them. 

It seems unbelievable, but the Tigers 
led the Owls by 39 points—84-45—with 
four minutes remaining in the game. 


Carousel Tournament 


AUBURN 89, CLEMSON 64 — After 
trailing 33-28 at halftime, the Auburn 
Tigers got red hot in the second half. 
They tallied 61 points and conquered 
Clemson, 89-64, in the opening round 
of the Carousel Tourney at Charlotte, 
N. C., Dec. 18. 

The Plainsmen once again had five 
men scoring in double figures as Fred- 
erick and Lee led the attack with 19 
points each. McGriff dropped in 14, 
Hart tossed in 11, and Chandler added 
10 to the winning cause. 

AUBURN 66, ST.“JOSEPH 64 — Un- 
beaten Auburn, starting an all sopho- 
more-junior lineup against favored St. 
Joseph’s four seniors. and one sopho- 
more, was propelled into the Carousel 
finals by one of its few seniors, Capt. 
Henry Sturkie. 

With 50 seconds remaining, Sturkie 


hit a long set shot which gave the 
Tigers a 66-64 victory over the tour- 
nament favorites. 

Other key men in the big win were 
Hart with 19 points, Frederick with 
13, and McGriff with another 12. 
AUBURN 48, WAKE FOREST 58 — 
After leading by eight points in .the 
first half, the Auburn Tigers scored 
only five field goals in the entire last 
half and lost first place Carousel hon- 
ors to Wake Forest, 58-48. 

Lee and Hart, who led the War 
Eagles to a 28-22 halftime advantage, 
were top Auburn scorers with 14 and 
13 points.

ALUMNI Secvetary Joe Sarver’s introduction of Coach Ralph Jordan 
at one of the Auburn Alumni Club meetings: “I don’t want to bore you 
with a speech, but I would like to introduce you to a fellow who will.” 

The high school football player in South Alabama who borrowed a 
U-Drive-It from another ‘SEC college to drive downtown to sign a schol- 
arship with Auburn. 

Harry Mehre, ex Ole Miss and Georgia football coach, stopping off 
in Oxford, Miss., on his way to New Orleans. He asked his wife for a 
nickel to call a friend. Her reply, “Here’s a dime—call both of them.” 

Coach Ralph Jordan’s pre-game panic in 1953 when he had the 
Auburn team in two buses and the gatekeepers at Legion Field in 
Birmingham refused to let the squad in the gates because they were 
not authorized to do so. 

Homer Hobbs, now Furman’s head coach, and his story of blocking 
Bill Waddail, ex-Phenix City gridder, in the Georgia-Auburn game of 
1948: “I was playing guard for Georgia and we were moving the ball 
wel]l against Auburn,” Hobbs says. “Our quarterback called a play where 
I pulled and blocked the end. I pulled and Waddail decked me. I went 
back to the huddle and asked for the same play. Bill knocked me out 
with a forearm. Really mad by now, I asked the. QB to call the play 
once more. This time Waddail caved in my helmet. I went back to the 
huddle, then filled with laughter, and told the QB to run the other way.” 

An uninformed lady football spectator at the Auburn-Mississippi 
State game this year who was critical of Coach Ralph Jordan for spend- 
ing half the game talking to friends by phone. Seems she didn’t know 
that he was talking to assistant coaches in the press box about what 
plays State was hurting the Tigers with. 

Coach Wilbur Hutsell’s story of the 1938 track meet between 
Auburn and Georgia Tech at Auburn: “We were having a good meet 
until someone spotted a snake under the wooden bleachers on old 
Drake Field. The stands filed out and all took part in killing the 
reptile. During the ruckus, however, they scared a rabbit and he 
ran out onto the track.

- him and Swan came in the victor.”

Harry Mehre’s story of Georgia giving him a lifetime contract 
a successful season—then declaring him legally dead two years later 
after a losing campaign. 

Coach Ralph Jordan screaming at Bobby Hoppe to “run” on the first 
play Auburn had the ball in the 1956 Georgia-Auburn game. Jordan, like 
the radio announcer, thought Hoppe had the ball and was just loafing 
after he cleared the line of scrimmage, Coach Jordan was just as sur- 
prised—and embarrassed—as the Bulldogs when Howell Tubbs lofted 
the long scoring aerial to End Jimmy Phillips.
